From the Paris Gazette, dated April 28. 


Strasbourg, April 18. 
N the 12th the Marfhal de Villars pafs’d 
the Rhine with fome Troops over the 
Bridge at Rhinau. The 13th he ad- 
vanced to Kentzingen, where he was 
joyn’d by the Troops which the Mar- 
quefs du Rofel brought from Hunninghen. The 
14th he encamp’d at Schutter, on the River of that 
Name which joyns the Kintzig at Fort Kehl. The 
15th he mov’d to Wilftet on the Kintzig. The 16th, 


he was joyn’d by the Troops that drew together in 


the Neighbourhood of this City : They pafs’d_over 
the Bridge of Kehl, with the Sieur Baudouin Inten- 
dant, feveral Officers who could not render them- 
felves at their refpective Regiments fooner, the Artil- 
lery, the Ammunition, the Bread-Waggons, and the 
Money appointed for the Army. The 17th, He 
march’d, and to Day arriv’d in Sight of the Lines of 
Prince Louis of Baden, who is pofted very advanta- 
geoufly, having a very thick Wood on his Left, a 
Mora(s on his Right, and his Front cover'd by- the 
River Stolhoffen, and by ftrong Retrenchments. 
The Marfhal de Tallard came to Saverne on the 
14th, having left his Army at Sarbourg, under the 
command of the Marquefs d’Uffon; which Army 
encamp’d the 14th at Phalsbourg, and the 17th at 
Saverne. 

From the Paris Gazette a la main, dated April 27. 

The Marfhal de Villars has written a Letter dated 
from his Camp at Bihel April 21. the fubftance of 
which is as follows, 


‘ We have faced Prince Lewis of Baden 2 days ; 
‘He is well intrench’d in his Lines, having an un- 
‘ paffable Morafs on his Right, and his Lefc fecur’d 
‘by inacceffible’ Hills. defended by fome of his 
‘ Troops; It was thonght the.Enemy might be 
‘ beaten from them if we could poffefs our felves of 
‘ one higher than thofe ; and the Marquefs de Blain- 
* ville was order’d thither with 25 Batrallions ; but 
‘it was found, that to have undertaken to march 
‘from this higher Hill to thofe poffefs'd by the 
‘Enemy, would have expos’d the Troops . too 
‘much. Mean time we are contriving how to at- 
‘tack the Enemy fome other way. The Marfhal 
‘de Tallard, with the Body of Troops he com- 
‘mands, bends his March towards Scolhofien and 
‘ Lichtenau, to oblige the Prince of Baden to fend 
* a Detachment of his Troops on that fide, and con- 
‘ fequently to weaken the Guard of his Retrench- 
‘ments. Mean while we Canronade each other, 
‘till we can find a way to break into the Enemies 
* Lines. 


Mot of the Courtiers and old Officers who have 
ferv’d in Germany under the Dauphin, reckon ix will 
be difficult to force the Prince of Baden in his Lines, 
and are doub:ful the Enterprize cannot fucceed, 
The Marthal de Villars writes, that Prince Lewis 
has abuve 20000 Men, and that he reccives Rein- 
forcements daily. Orher Letters from our Army, 
and thole from Strasbourg, tell us, The Enemy is 
25000 ftrong; That they have a vait aumbcr of 


Cannon, and thofe difpos’d in fuch a manner, that 
our Troops can have but little heart to attack them ; 
and that they have made a great many Redoubts 
to cover the approach to their Retrenchments, info- 
much that there is no coming at them to attackthem. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated May 1. 
Stolvojen, April 13. Prince Louis of Baden re- 
ceiving certain Intelligence on the 17th at Night that 
the Marfhal de Villars was marching with his whole 
Army towards the Lines here, order’d the Horfe and 
Foor that were on the other fide of the River tocome 
over the Bridge at Lauterburg, and march into our 
Lines ; and at 8 next Morning went him(elf to Bich! 
to give fitting Orders; The fame Morning early 
the Dutch Infantry pais’d thro’ Raftad and came 
into the Lines. On the 19th His Highnefs took a 
View of the Enemy from the Hills, and the Cannon 
plaid on their advane’d ‘Troops with great Execu- 
tion ; The Enemy firft took Poft on certain rifing 
Grounds, planted their Artillery and cannonaded our 
Lines, but did us little Damage, their Guns being 
pomeed too high. Onthe 20th before Day came 
ntelligence that the Enemy were moving to break 
through the Hills into the Vale of Biel; for which 
a fair Opportunity was offer’d them by a Lieute- 
rant’s who was fet to defend the Hills, quitting his 
Poft ; Hereupon His Highnefs order'd me to go with 
fotie Battallions into the Bieler Vale to make Head 
againft the Enemy , accordingly I march’d and took 
Poft in the faid Vale ; yet His Highnefs to make all 
fure, order’d Major General Goor the fame way 
with the Battallions of Dutch, who prevented the 
Enemies and pofted himfelf on the Hills before they 
came up; Then the Enemy chang’d their Batteries, 
and made no further Motion, probably for want of 
Infantry,of which they expected 12000 that Evening 
or early the next Morning by the Marfhal de Tal- 
laid. On the 21ft His Highnefs being inform’d of 
the March of the Marfhal de Tallard by the way 
of Schwarfag and Lichtenau towards our Lines , 
order'd me to march in the Morning by 2 a Clock 
to obferve the Marfhal de Tallard, which I did and 
found he was in full march towards Lichtenau ; 
Whereupon the Out-Guards were doubled and 
cover'd with fome Infantry.: The fame Evening 
Count Leiningen came into the Lines with 5 Squa- 
drons of Palatine Horfe. And on the 22d at 3 in the 
Morning arriv’d General Thungen under a Guard of 
Dragoons, who as foon as "twas Day took a View 
of the Lines, and vificed all our Pofts: at 7 the 
Enemy began to fire very briskly from their Canon. 
The Body of Troops that was difcover'd yefterday, 
and were fuppos’d to be thofe led by Count Tal- 
Jard, proves to bea Detachment of 500 Horfe, who 
pofted rhemfelves in the Pafs of Ruyler ; and we re- 
ceiv'd Information to Day, that the Marfhal de Tal- 
lard is with a Body of Men near Biel. Count Profper 
of Furflemberg has repuls’d the Enemy in the Valley 
of Cappel ; Whereupon the French have burnt 5 Vil- 
lages. 
Oohe Harlem Courant does not inform us who the Per- 
fon « that mentions himfelf in this Paragraph from 
Stolhoffen. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 1. 
~ Hague, April 29. This Morning arriv’d an Officer, 
fent Exprefs by Major General Goor, with the fol- 
lowing Letrer to the States General ; which Officer 
has likewife given a verbal Account of what pafs’d 
in 
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in the Attack of the Lines at Stolhoffen by the Mar- 
{hal de Villars, who he believes after his repulfe re- 
tir'd to Strasbourg ; Since came Prince Lewis of Ba- 
den’s Quarter Maiter General, with Letters to the 
Imperial Envoy Count Goes, on the fame fubject. 

High and Mighty Lords! 

‘Your High Mightineffes are inform’d by my 
‘ lat dated April 22. of what pafs’d from the 18th. 
‘ when the 15 Batrallions of the Troops of Holland 
‘ arriv’d in the Lines of Stolhoffen near Buhl. On 
‘the 23d the Enemy continued to Cannonade our 
« Camp ; and towards Evening gave a vigorous 
‘ Arrack near the Village of Fonrbogh, where the 
Battallion of Anfpach or Janus was pofted, with 
é fome Palatine Troops and fome pce Horfe 
« and Dragoons; The Atrack lafted till Night, and 
“ the Enemy were not able to carry the Poft. On 
‘the 24th by day-break the whole Army of the 
« Enemy drew up in Batralia before our Lines, and 
« the Attack of the Poft of Fintbogh was renew’d, 
* five feveral times; but the Enemies were as often 
‘ repuls'd ; His Highnefs the Prince of Baden was 
« prefent all the while, and reliev’d with freth Forces 
‘ continually the Troops engag’d ; the reft of the 
‘ Day pafs'd in Cannonading, the Enemy not daring 
‘to make any furcher attempt. On the 25th the 
‘ Enemy drew off their Artillery at Midaight, and 
‘ becimes in the Morning retir’d from our Lines. 
‘ The Lofs on our fide by great and fmall Shot, is 
of little fmportance. Lieutenant Collonel Turk of 
‘ the Regiment of Willekes is killd by a Cannon 
‘ Ball, Major Deen of the fame Regiment is dan- 
* geroufly wounded, and Lieutenant Monie has loft 
‘his Arm: Of the Private Soldicrs, I believe that 
* of the 15 Battallions not 100 are kil'd. The time 
* does not allow of the taking a Lift, becaufe the 
‘ 15 Bartallions are pofted on a large Extent of 
* Ground, and thofe of Varenne, Barbo, and Fen- 
‘ningen, are at a great diftance among the Hills. 
* The Regiments have been under Arms Night and 
* Day for 8 Days together, and have werk’d with- 
* out intermiffion to intrench themfelyes; I make 
* no doubr but the Prince of Baden is fully fatisfied 
with their Behaviour. Lam,

From the Arnferdam Courant, dated May 1. 

Hague, April 30. *Tis reported that the Marthals 
de Villars and Tallard having joyn’d their Forces, 
were perfonally in che Attack of” the Lines at Stol- 
hoffen on the 23d, that the Action was very hot, 
thas they were repuls’d with great Lois ; that in the 
Night they caus’d a Retrenchment to be thrown up 
within a Piftol-thot of the Lines, ftaid in ir, and re- 
new’'d the Attack next Morning 5 {everal times, but 
not with fo much Warmth as the Evening before. 
"Tis faid likewife the French were mis-inform’d by a 
Deferter that there was no Water before the Lines, 
wheteas within a Day or two’s time the Water was 
extraordinarily: That notwichftanding their 
great Lofs, they carried off their Dead and their Ca- 
non, fo that ‘tis nor known what Nimber they loft ; 
And that when the Exprefs came away a Detach- 
ment of Huffars was order’d out to obferve the Ene- 
my in their Retreat. 

From the Leiden Courant, dated May 2. 

Amfterdam, April 29. Letters from Raftad of the 
24th fay, thar on the 23d 4ooo French Volunteers, 
moft of them of the Troops of the King’s Houfchold, 
arrack’d the Redoubt near Scolhoffen, but were 
beaten off by the Dutch who were pofted to defend 
it, with thit Bravery, that the French Officers them- 
ielves acknowledg’d they had never feen the like. 
That the Enemy being that Day joyn’d by the Mar- 
thal de Tallard was 50000 ftrong, and made a con- 
tinual Fire from ro Mortars and 50 Pieces of Can- 
non. That Prince Louis of Baden was in the Thickeft 
of the Action; Thar norwithftanding the French 
receiv'd a Supply cf Ammunition and Provifions 
from Strasburg that Day, yer an Ammunition Loaf 


was fold in their Camp for a German Gulder;
